2. An' undated memorandum, believed to have been written in about mid February 
1954, reflects that Phillip^ITRGSN, who was co-owner of the former Mara- 
caibo Times , told a former^member of this Base that while he was working 
for a rai l road company in Colombia, he had. met an individual who strongly 
resembled and claimed to be' Adolf HIT3ER. CITROEN claimed to have "met ' ; y 
. this individual at; a place called "Residencies Coloniales" in : V. ■ 

(Boyaca), Colombia, which is, according to the source, overly populated- - 
with ^former, German Nazis.; According to CITROEN, the Gormans residiiigvin 
Tunja follow this alleged Adolf RITIER with an "idolatry of the Nart past, 
addressing him as Mer Fuhrer 1 and. affording him the Nazi salute and 
. k; storm-trooper adulation". ']■ , • 



' 3* CITROEN also showed the member of this office a photograph which was talcen 
in Colombia of himself standing next to the alleged HITLER. This photograph 
was borrowed for a few hours to be reproduced, -but unfortunately the nega- 
tives were too poor to - make copies from. The original was returned to it3 .
